I recall that my uncle, Jack Dies, who was 
then with the Humble Oil Refining Company, 
and is now dead, came to Washington and I dis- 
cussed it with him. He said, “Martin, you know 
I hate to advise you to abandon this project, but 
I have seen enough to know that you are now 
preparing to antagonize powerful forces in this 
country and that you will be harassed as few 
men have been harassed in this country.” 
_ Well, I had started it and I cannot back up. 
I telephoned the Attorney General of the United:

He sent me two men. I received a telephone call, 
however, an anonymous call, shortly before their 
arrival, telling me both men were members of the 
Communist Party. I never ;Khnew who gave me 
that valuable information, but I acted upon it. 
When they arrived, I began to question 
them. I put them through the third degree, in 
the presence of the entire Committee, and finally. 
they admitted that they were members .of the 
Communist Party who worked for the Depart- 
ment of Justice and the Attorney General wanted 
to plant them on the Committee which I headed. 
Immediately I knew what was in store for 
me. When a responsible cabinet officer was will- 
ing to plant two eagles of Moscow on my Com- 


mittee to sabotage it, I knew that the Administra- 
‘tion was under the control of Moscow propa-

Then I began to accumulate evidence before 


opening public hearings, and I got a lot of evi-
